Fifteen Parties In Field 
As the state bond Issue for high 
ways provides for $18,000,000 for this 
purpose, the new roads must not cost 
more than $7000 per mile average. 
Fifteen surveying parties 
consisting 
of 175 men have been at work com­ 
piling the data on which to base es­ 
timates, beginning t£eir work Febru­ 
ary 23. 
The state lias been covered 
by these parties operating from sev­ 
en division headquarters. 
The pres­ 
ent chief engineer’s report is a sum­ 
mary of the results 
of their work, 
and embraces not only the subject of 
routes and topographical conditions,
